ASKS $75,000 FOR INDIANS 


M iller Seeks Appropriation for Min­ 


nesota Tribes. 


W ashington, Jan. 26.—On th e sug­ 
gestion of R epresen tative Miller the 
house com m ittee on Indian affairs in­ 
serted an item of $50,000 in th e In­ 
dian appropriation bill for th e pur­ 
chase of land on which to locate the 
nonrem oval 
Mille I.ac Indians who 
are now living on th eir old reserva­ 
tion around Mille Lacs, Minn. 
T h e Indian office recom m ended an 
appropriation of $25,000, but Miller 
said th at w asn ’t enough and th a t the 
am o u n t 
agreed 
upon 
would 
more 
nearly m eet the requirem ents of the 
situation. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars each 
for tw'o hospitals 
for the Chippewa 
Indians of M innesota w as also pro­ 
vided in p a ra g rap h s put into th e hill. 
One is to be located eith er on Red 
L ak e or L each Lake reservation and 
the oth er in the n o rth easte rn p a rt of 
the state for the benefit of the Nett 
L ake, Fond du l a c and G rand F ork s 
Indians. 


GOETHALS EAGER TO LEAVE 


Says Burden of Criticism of His Work 
Is Becoming Heavy. 
P anam a, Jan. 26.—Colonel 
George 
W. G oethals reiterated em phatically 
his declaration th a t he will not accept 
the post of com m issioner of police a t 
New York until after th e completion 
and th e successful operation of the 
P an am a canal. 
Even if all th e oth er 
conditions which he has im posed w ere 
complied with, it is said, this would 
keep him on the isthm us for an other 
eighteen months. 
Colonel G eothals does not m ake a 
secret of his desire to leave the isth ­ 
mus. 
He m akes it plain, however, 
th a t he w ishes to see his work here 
completed and th e canal in operation 
before he retu rn s to o th e r duties in 
the 
U nited 
States. 
He 
has 
told 
friends th a t the burden is growing 
heavy and th a t he has felt the weight 
of criticism th a t has come lo his ad­ 
m inistration from various quarters.

The negotiations will be con­ 
ducted in the m ain by Mr. Tawney, 
acting in behalf of the U nited States, 
and 
by Th. Chase-Casgrain, 
K. C., 
ch airm an of the C anadian section of 
the joint comm ission. 
T h e agitation for an oceanw ay from 
A tlantic 
tid ew ater to 
th e head 
of 
navigation on th e G reat Lakes was 
begnn m any y ears ago and w as dis­ 
cussed 
seriously 
when 
President 
T aft entered into th e C anadian reci­ 
procity agreem ent. 
T he men now in­ 
te reste d declare th a t the m a tte r will 
be pressed to a conclusion. 
T h ree routes have been suggested 
for a w aterw ay connecting the ocean 
and th e lakes deep enough to he trav ­ 
ersed 
by ocean 
steam ers. 
O ne of 
them , 
a C anadian 
project, 
provides 
th a t the w aterw ays shall 
begin at 
Georgian bay, proceed thence to the 
O ttaw a river and thence to th e St. 
Law rence. 
A nother route suggested is by canal 
to L ake O ntario aud from that point 
thro ug h locks and dam s down the St. 
L aw rence to Montreal. 
It is estim a t­ 
ed 
th a t if th e form er 
project 
was 
adopted it would entail an expendi­ 
tu re of $250,000,000. 


Americans Propose Route. 


A third route proposed by A m eri­ 
cans is more generally favored, espe­ 
cially on this side of the border. 
It 
involves the use of all th e lakes and 
th e St. Lawrence riv er w ith its outlet 
to th e ocean. 
It is suggested th at this 
particu lar route would not seriously 
affect the lake levels, w’here th e oth­ 
ers. it is feared, m ight lower the lake 
w aters considerably. 
In discussing th e benefits to be de­ 
rived by the United S tates and C ana­ 
da from an oceanw ay such as is pro­ 
posed S enato r Townsend, who brought 
the question to the attention of con­ 
gress and th e international joint com ­ 
mission, said: 
“To the G reat L akes th e g re ate st 
com m erce of the world is tributary. 
T he 
fertile 
fields, 
the 
exhaustless 
mines, the largest m anufactories and 
the m ighty forests of the most pro­ 
ductive regions of th e U nited States 
and C anada would find th eir n atural 
outlet to m ark et over this w aterw ay. 
T he com m erce of this course w'ould ex­ 
ceed in one year th e total com m erce 
which th e optim istic estim ato r pre­ 
dicts will pass through th e P an am a 
canal in ten years.’’

then th e m ajority w as bu t eighteen. 
B ut the tariff will h ave the effect 
only in case the country is not in a 
prosperous condition. 
H ard times fol­

Kind a re alw ays attrib u ted to the party 
in power. 
Eyes on Alabama. 
T h e senatorial contest in Alabama 
becomes more interesting as the tim e 
approaches for the prim aries, w’hlch 
will be early in April. 
Conflicting re­ 
ports come from the “ H ere We Rest" 
state, and they range from 40,000 m a­ 
jority for U nderwood over Hobson to 
10,000 for H obson over Underwood.

"If the new m em ber from Minneso­ 
ta stays here long euough he will find 
th a t senators do not change th eir minds 
w hen they have determ ined to do a 
thing in a particular w ay," replied 
Austin. 
Saw the Shadow. 
It looks as Jf Senator Jackson of 
M aryland saw th e shadow which fore­ 
cast the seating of Blair I^ee as his 
successor. 
Jackson had been claiming 
th a t he should hold his seat until the 
present M aryland legislature ad jo u rn ­ 
ed, bu t th e senate com m ittee seem ed to

otherwise.

ever, earnestly favoring governm ent 
aid for good roads. 
H ad he delayed lie

Th® President’s Discretion. 
D uring a discussion of the Aluska 
railroad bill Senator Borah broke into 
the rem ark s of Senator Williams with 
a statem en t th at, although the propos­ 
ed appropriation for the railroad was

RAILWAY SUES GOVERNMENT 


Asks $62,000,000 D am ages for Alleged 
Land Grant. 
W ashington, Jan, 26. 
The claim of 
the Missouri, K ansas and T exas Rail­ 
way com pany to $62,000,000 dam ages 
a g a in st th e go vernm ent for the lat- 
te r ’s failure to tu rn over altern ate 
sections of land along its line through 
O klahom a will furnish one of several 
Im portant oral arg u m en ts to be made 
during the week before th e suprem e 
court. 
T he railw ay’s claim arises out of 
the sp ectacular railw ay building race 
fostered by the governm ent in 1866. 
In th a t year congress offered to g ran t 
alte rn a te sections of land, as soon as 
th e Indian title th ereto should he ex­ 
tinguished, alang a line of railroad 
to be constructed across th e present 
sta te of O klahom a to Dennison, Tex., 
to th e first railroad to build a line 
from 
the 
E astern 
term inu s of the 
Union Pacific on the K ansas and Mis­ 
souri sta te lines to the Southern line 
of O klahoma.

K ansas 
and 
Noesna.

since has become th e Missouri, K an ­ 
sas and Texas, won.

Jackson, Mich., Jan. 26.— Five p er­ 
sons w ere killed and possibly a score

The baggage car and one coach of 
the p assen ger train w ere telescoped 
and every 
passenger in 
th e coaclt 
was eith er killed or injured. 
All available physicians w ere h u r­ 
ried to th e scene of th e w reck from 
this city. 
Several of the wounded 
w ere brought to hospitals here in a a 
interu rb an 
car, 
the

a t th at point.

duous profession of nursing, and a 
commencement of their professional 
career, which is sealed tonight by the 
presentation of the diplomas which 
testify to the faithful wrork which 
they have done in class room and in 
ward, and are w arran ts of their au ­ 
thority to claim to be trained nurses. 
“ The profession of nursing, as you 
know', is an ancient and honorable 
one, dating back as far as the early 
part of the tw elfth century. 
It re­ 
mained, however, in its infancy u n ­ 
til the middle part of the nineteenth 
century but has since then been m ak­ 
ing wonderful progress until now the 
trained nurse is the indispensable 
hand-m aiden of the -^jliysiciau and 
surgeon. 
It is not, jnv utirnose to en­ 
large on this subject, as th a t will be 
taken care of by another speaker, but 
I m ight state th a t every large and 
recognized hospital in this country 
now has a nurses’ train in g school

hope. How can this be done? As you 
know cancer invades chiefly the fe­ 
male and she is not keen to seek early 
medical advice for a strange lump in 
the breast or an irregular or profuse 
hem orrhage from th eu teru s. She must 
be shown. These are delicate m atters 
to talk about in the press or on the 
platform.

The physician in charge 
! of babies where artificial food must 
be used finds great difficulty in Im­ 
pressing upon mothers the matter of 
; cleanliness of bottles, nipples, milk 
and the proper preparation of Infant 
It ha 
been found that th e n 
§ ' is only one w ay to Instruct mothers 
and th at is by practical demonstration 
of the proper methods to be used and 
then one must keep following it up 
and driving home these instructions 
week after week. 
This and how to 
clothe, bathe and air babies becomes 
the main duties of an infant welfare 
nurse. 
Dr. Josephine Baker of the 
N. Y. health departm ent says that 
80 per cent of the reduction of in­ 
fant m ortality is due to nurses work 
in the home. 


The Scottish Rite Masons of Du­ 
luth, have for several years employed 
such a nurse to be at the call of any 
physician of the city, to be operated 
to go into the home and carry out his 
instructions. 
The results obtained 
and th e babies saved have so e n ­ 
couraged the promoters that they now 
employ a physician during the sum ­ 
mer months so that those who can­ 
not afford it may have a free doctor.

She goes to the home, finds out what 
kind of a home it is, what kind and 
manner of parents and then must use 
rare judgm ent in imparting the fact 
that Johnnie has adenoids and they 
should be removed or that if a little 
coal oil was used on Willies head oc­ 
casionally he could come back to 
school or perhaps Mary goes to school 
w thorn her breakfast and looks the 
part. 
Indeed she must be most tact­ 
ful in order to win the confidence of 
the mother and father to show them 
the errors in their children and teach 
them the simple truth of hygiene and 
right living. 
People as a rule are 
eager to learn if you can only get at 
them in the right way. 
Then I see 
also a great field for the school nurse 
if she is also a teacher in training 
children how to live well, the simpler 
sanitary methods, the recognition of 
the simpler diseases, physiology, el­ 
ementary bacteriology, home hygiene, 
nursing emergencies and 
first 
aid. 
Who better than the nurse outside of 
the home to teach our girls about the 
great sex 
hygiene movement. Thus 
you can see here a great field for work 
that will give you a great deal of sat­ 
isfaction In its performance. 


And so it goes on and on. 
The op­ 
portunities 
for special 
work 
for 
nurses is growing every 
day. 
One 
must in these days keep one’s ear 
close to the earth and one’s eyes ever 
on the horizon for new ideas. 
P er­ 
haps you think I ani idealizing these 
field”, but look at it as you will, ideas 
•ire after all the really practical side 
of life and progress is the outcome of 
ideas. 
Every social reformer must of 
necessity be an idealist. 
Once the 
idoas pass into a reality we no longer 
call 
'h em 
ideas but practical 
re 
forms. 


Aside from the satisfaction o btain­ 
ed ft oui this work, and there is a sa t­ 
isfaction because I have never yet 
met a norse engaged in t Ii is worfc who 
would willingly go back to general 
nursing, th ere are other things to 
consider, your hours of 
labor 
a n 
shorter and practically always day­ 
light hours. 
You have your bed to 
sleep in. 
Your meals are regular. 
In fact you live in every way a more 
regular life. 
As for the 
financial 
side, it pays equally well. 
A nurse 
makes on an average 75 dollars a 
month. 
These special lines usually 
pay from $75 to $125 a month. 


I would not advise any one of you 
to seek these lines of work immed­ 
iately as you are not yet prepared. 
You must have the experience of gen­ 
eral nursin g in order to learn those 
qualities that go to make a successful 
nurse, such as tact as regards the 
physician, tact as regards your con­ 
duct with patient and friends and 
tact as regards physician and patient, 
sympathy and again conies tact as to 
how best to impress anff express your 
sympathy. You must get a knowledge 
of human nature that can only be ob­ 
tained by actually touching elbows 
with the world, resourcefulness in ap­ 
plying the need-s to the wants of the 
patient. 
Learn to keep your opin­ 
ions to yourself. 
Foresight consists 
in always seeing a day ahead of the 
present day of the illness, in ability 


to think for yourself. 
All these qual­ 
ities must be com bin ed-in a general 
nurse but more particularly must they 
be possessed by one seeking these 
special lines of work. 
In closing, I appeal to you in the 
words of Henry van Dike. 
“ Let me but do my work from day to 
day, 
In field or forest at the desk or Jocm, 
In roaring market place or tranquil 
room. 
Let me but find it in my heart to say 
When vagrant wishes 
beckon 
me 
astray— 
This is my work; my blessing, not my 
doom. 
Of all who live I am the one by whom 
This work can best be done in the 
right way. 
Then shall I see it not too great or 
small 
To suit ray spirit and to prove my 
powers. 
Then shall I cheerfully greet the la­ 
boring hours 
And cheerfully tu rn when the long 
shadows fall, 
At eventide to play and love and rest, 
Because I know for me my work is 
best.”
